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This  report  presents  the  biographical  characteristics  and  achievements  of  the 
1378  cadets  who  entered  the  Class  of  1976.  A  separate  report  will  compare 
selected  characteristics  of  this  class  with  previous  classes.  IWo-hundred 
and  seventy-nine  members  of  this  class  took  both  the  CEER  and  the  ACT,  while 
two-hundred  and  four  completed  the  ACT  only,  the  admission  scores  listed  In 
Tables  1,  2  and  3  are  for  the  1094  Cadets  whose  admission  was  based  on  the 
CEER,  while  Tables  4,  5  and  6  are  for  the  284  Cadets  whose  admission  was 
based  on  American  College  Test  scores.  The  following  abbreviations,  explana¬ 
tions  and  definitions  of  terms  apply  to  this  report.
